“An act to prevent the further importation 
of slaves into this commonwealth. 

* Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of this State, that from and after the passing 
of this act, no slave or s'aves shiall hereafter 
be nnported into this commonwealth, by sea 
or land; nor shall any slave or slaves so 
imported, be sold or bought by any person 
Whatever, 

* Every person heveafier importing slaves 
{ inte this) commouwealth, contrary to this 
aet shall torfeit and pay the sum of one thou- 
sand pounds for every slave so imported : 
and every person seliing or buying any such 
, slave or slaves, shall, in tike manner, forteit, 
j and pay the sam of five hundred pounds tor 
every slave so sold or bought, one moiety of 
Which forfeitures shall be for the use of the 
commonwealth, aud the other moiety to bim 
orthem that shall sue for the same, to be 
recovered by action ef debt or information 
in any court of record. 

“And be it further enacted, that every slave | 
imported into this commonwealth, coutrary 
to the true intent and meaning of this act, 
shall, upon such importation, becomes FREE.”

It was not until a year afier the passage 
of the above act, that the Rhode fsland aud 
| Providence plantations resolved to follow in 
the footsteps of their Southern sister, and 
| passed a similar prohibitory bill tending to- 
wards the abolition of slavery. And other

In 1850 they returned te the 
astern States, the great project of their 
Ite deteated. Atiera short stay at Bowdoin 


College, Maine, Professor Stowe accepted 
the gp: olutment to the Chair of Biblical 
Literature in the ‘Theological Seminary at 


Andover, Massachusetts, an institution whieh 
stands, to say the least, as high as any in the 
United States, 

‘These events cansed a painful reaction in 
the feelings of the Beechers. Repulsed al ke 
by the finaticism they had witnessed among 
tie foes, and the brutal violence among the 
friends of slavery, they thought their time 
for action had net come,and gave no publie 
expression of their ablorance of slavery.— 
They waited for the storm to subside, and 
the angel ef trath to mirror his form in tran- 
quil waters. For a long time they resisted 
all attempts to make them bow the knee to 
siavery, or to avow theinselves abolitionists. 
Jiistoinis period Mrs. Stowe alludes, when 
she says, in the closing chapter of ber book : 

“, Por many years of ber dite, the author 


avoided all reading gipon or allusion to the 
sulyeet of slavery, considering it as teo 


patuifulto be enquived into, and one whieh 
advancing baht end civilization would live 
flown.” 

‘Phe terible and dramatic scenes which oe- 
curred in Cineinnati, between [S35 and 1&37, 
were calculated to increase the repugnanee 
of alady to mingling actively in the melee.
